Frank >J. Hog an of national reputation as a membet 
of the bar of the District of Columbia, addressing the New 
York State Bar Association, g reeted his profession as fol­ 
lows : 
“ My thoug ht is to direct the attention of lawyers tot 
the fertile fields, wide open for us to work in, which are, 
to an astonishing ex tent, being neg lected by us.” 
His concluding parag raph: 
“ It has long and often been said, in lig hter vein, of 
course, that the g lorious uncertainty of the law constituted 
p"'(ri,‘i!t 
the g reatest contributor to the pecuniary prosperity of the 
profession. 
Ru now it can he* said, and seriously, that the 
sunlit fields to he found in what appears as a forest of ad­ 
ministrative tribunals are new and deeper pastures. 
Let 


us enter and g raze. 
Traditionally, we have thoug ht of the law yer in con­ 
nection with the court and the judg e. 
Today the great 
field for the practice of law is before the g overnment's ad 
ministrative boards. 
It was not long ag o that few men had relations with 
the United States g overnment other than throug h the post- 
office. 
Now the few are on the other side of the balance. 
If a man was sued or had to sue. he eng ag ed a lawyer. 
Otherwise he mig ht g o throug h life w ithout one. 
Now we 
have a New Deal which so has entang led the 
b u s i n e s s man 
with the federal g overnment and the state g overnment 
that i lawyer almost become* an essential part of the 
payroll. 
Larg e corporations have retained counsel by the 
year, but now the man in a small business has to g o to his 
lawyer to find out his chances for opening up in the morn 
inf. 
As only one of the “ sunlit fields” in mind, Mr. Hogan 
cited the national labor relations board as “ an infant ad­ 
ministrative law tribunal- 
what you might think about its 
streng th.” 
“ On J une 30, 1036, there were pending before it 2H6 
cases, affecting 69 ,000 workers,” he said. 
“ In one year 
that number had increased to 1100 cases involving 1,195,- 
000 workers. 
These 4400 amounted to 9 00 in ex cess of all 
the cases filed in all the eleven United States circuit courts 
of appeals combined in the sam e year." 
On each side there must lie a lawyer. 
Of such are the sunlit fields. 
The forg otten man who was to be remembered dur­ 
ing the New Deal must have been the lawyer.
